Plant  early  in  June  and  take  crown  bud 
in  late  August  to  bloom  first  week  in  October.  Terminal  bud  will 
bloom  ten  days  later. 

PINK  CHIEF — B.'S.  6?  Co.,  1932.  Bright  rose  pink  in  color  and  round 
in  form.  Plant  late  in  June  and  take  terminal  bud  for  best  color. 
Blooms  middle  of  October. 

JUSTRITE— B.S.  6?  Co.,  1929.  Bright  lavender  pink.  One  of  our  best 
for  blooming  October  15th  to  20th.  Produces  practically  all  perfect 
blooms.  A  strictly  commercial  sort.  Take  terminal  bud.  Fine  for 
shading. 

OCTOBER  ROSE — B.'S.  &  Co.,  1925.  A  great  favorite  for  late  OctO' 
ber  cutting.  Large  bloom  on  good  stem.  Take  terminal  bud.

Plant  in  late  June  and  take  terminal  bud.  Large  bloom.  Golden 
bronze  in  color.  Good  for  shading.  Very  satisfactory  all  round 
variety. 

DETROIT  NEWS — -Round  bloom  with  wonderful  substance.  Good 
stem  and  foliage.  Blooms  in  early  November.  Good  for  shading. 
Take  terminal  bud.
